Gorman bomber engines were re- 
paired here during the occupation 
of Serbia. When the enemy with- 
drew, much of the best machinery 
was looted. American equipment, 
supplied by UNRRA, enabled "IM" 
once more to try building trucks. 
It also does a small .amount of 
maintenance for the Yugos'-w air 
force,

If the bee starls 
to feel puny, so will a great part 
of the nation's agriculture. 
Since the bee is such an impor- 


tant little character, let's look at 
some facts dug up by R. W. Sher- 
man the department's quarantine 
officer. 
Ancient poels may 
have 
sung 
aboul Iheir honey lamb, bul Ihey 
never had a word for Iheir liltle 
sugar child. Thai's because honey 
was man's firsl sweetener. Sugar 
cane culture began only aboul 1,- 
000 years ago, in Spain. 
Despite the bee's iniportance lo 
us now, he's an immigranl. 


1859.Because bees arc so essenlial in 
pollinalion, a new industry 
has 
arisen: Bee renting. 
The bee keeper cashes a daily 
double. He collects rent for his bees 
—and keeps the honey. 
Everyone knows, of course, thai 


the tasle and color of honey are de- 
termined by the type of flowers 
Ihe bee patronizes. 
But the agriculture experts out 


in California, the nation's beeziest 
state, report one source of honey 
you probably never thoughl of. The 
tlower of the poison oak, they say, 
makes a white 
honey 
with 
an 


agreeable taste. 
On the other hand, honey from 


honeydew is so disagreeable it's 
used mostly in cooking. 
Improvement in bee breeding has 


been difficult because the queen 
bee males only in the open air. 
And once she reaches Ihese giddy 
heighls, her idea of what makes a 
fine husband doesn't always corre- 
spond with the beekeeper's. 
We may as well wind up

Ind New York Governor Dewcy 
before the national American Le- 
gion convention yesterday took uni- 
versal military training out of the 
realm of political disputes.

Mr. Truman told the Legion: 


..In 
a world where "war re- 
J^ains a dread possibility" the na- 
tion "must be so strong that no 
aggressor, however rash, can per- 
suade himself that we are open to 
conquest." Only universal military 
training "can assure that sufficient 
force's will be available in the crit- 
ical initial phase of another emer- 
gency. The weight and speed of 
war have been multiplied, its wea- 
pons 
have 
become horrible in 


their destructive power. But the 
cjuectiycness of defense and oi- 
fense is still dependent on tne skill

—and keeps the honey. 
Everyone knows, of course, thai 


the tasle and color of honey are de- 
termined by the type of flowers 
Ihe bee patronizes. 
But the agriculture experts out 


in California, the nation's beeziest 
state, report one source of honey 
you probably never thoughl of. The 
tlower of the poison oak, they say, 
makes a white 
honey 
with 
an 


agreeable taste. 
On the other hand, honey from 


honeydew is so disagreeable it's 
used mostly in cooking. 
Improvement in bee breeding has 


been difficult because the queen 
bee males only in the open air.

Everyone knows, of course, thai 


the tasle and color of honey are de- 
termined by the type of flowers 
Ihe bee patronizes. 
But the agriculture experts out 


in California, the nation's beeziest 
state, report one source of honey 
you probably never thoughl of. The 
tlower of the poison oak, they say, 
makes a white 
honey

agreeable taste. 
On the other hand, honey from 


honeydew is so disagreeable it's 
used mostly in cooking.

Many hospitals have installed ul 


traviolct lights in operating rooms 
so that the air is exposed to radia 
tion effects during the operation 
thus minimizing infection. Only th 
ose germs floating free in the ai 
are affected, but they are consid 
ered a minor hazard as most germ 
are concentrated near the floor. I

Honeysuckle 
Also Has a 
Cash Value 


Honeysuckle has a cash value 


when the vines are dried and used 
for basket making. Tougher and 
stronger, mature vines gathered in 
the fall and winter are best to use, 
advises Miss Mary Dixon, home 
demonstration agent for Hempslead 
county. Season lor gathering them 
is from September 
to 
March. 


Those that run undisturbed on the 
ground or that hang down over 
litch banks are best. 
The most desirable size for the 


vines is from one-sixteenth to one- 
eighth inch in diameter. Larger 
vines may be used for large strong 
Baskets, trays or for handles. 


Alter gathering the vinos, strip 


the leaves off and wind the run- 
icrs into a bundle. Boiling them 
in water for two or three hours 
softens the bark so it will rub off. 
Take them out oi the water 
grasp the end of a vine in 
left hand and take a cloth or 
kitchen chore boy in the right hand. 
By drawing the vine through the 
hand, all the bark can be stripped 
at one stroke if the vine has been 
boiled until the skin is entirely soil. 
After the vines arc skinned wash 
them oil lo remove any particles 
of colored bark.

Also Has a 
Cash Value 


Honeysuckle has a cash value 


when the vines are dried and used 
for basket making. Tougher and 
stronger, mature vines gathered in 
the fall and winter are best to use, 
advises Miss Mary Dixon, home 
demonstration agent for Hempslead 
county. Season lor gathering them 
is from September 
to 
March. 


Those that run undisturbed on the 
ground or that hang down over 
litch banks are best. 
The most desirable size for the 


vines is from one-sixteenth to one- 
eighth inch in diameter. Larger 
vines may be used for large strong 
Baskets, trays or for handles. 


Alter gathering the vinos, strip 


the leaves off and wind the run- 
icrs into a bundle. Boiling them 
in water for two or three hours 
softens the bark so it will rub off. 
Take them out oi the water 
grasp the end of a vine in 
left hand and take a cloth or 
kitchen chore boy in the right hand. 
By drawing the vine through the 
hand, all the bark can be stripped 
at one stroke if the vine has been 
boiled until the skin is entirely soil. 
After the vines arc skinned wash 
them oil lo remove any particles 
of colored bark.

Honeysuckle 
Also Has a 
Cash Value 


Honeysuckle has a cash value 


when the vines are dried and used 
for basket making. Tougher and 
stronger, mature vines gathered in 
the fall and winter are best to use, 
advises Miss Mary Dixon, home 
demonstration agent for Hempslead 
county. Season lor gathering them 
is from September 
to 
March. 


Those that run undisturbed on the 
ground or that hang down over 
litch banks are best. 
The most desirable size for the 


vines is from one-sixteenth to one- 
eighth inch in diameter. Larger 
vines may be used for large strong 
Baskets, trays or for handles. 


Alter gathering the vinos, strip 


the leaves off and wind the run- 
icrs into a bundle. Boiling them 
in water for two or three hours 
softens the bark so it will rub off. 
Take them out oi the water 
grasp the end of a vine in 
left hand and take a cloth or 
kitchen chore boy in the right hand. 
By drawing the vine through the 
hand, all the bark can be stripped 
at one stroke if the vine has been 
boiled until the skin is entirely soil. 
After the vines arc skinned wash 
them oil lo remove any particles 
of colored bark.

Honeysuckle 
Also Has a 
Cash Value 


Honeysuckle has a cash value 


when the vines are dried and used 
for basket making. Tougher and 
stronger, mature vines gathered in 
the fall and winter are best to use, 
advises Miss Mary Dixon, home 
demonstration agent for Hempslead 
county. Season lor gathering them 
is from September 
to 
March. 


Those that run undisturbed on the 
ground or that hang down over 
litch banks are best. 
The most desirable size for the 


vines is from one-sixteenth to one- 
eighth inch in diameter. Larger 
vines may be used for large strong 
Baskets, trays or for handles. 


Alter gathering the vinos, strip 


the leaves off and wind the run- 
icrs into a bundle. Boiling them 
in water for two or three hours 
softens the bark so it will rub off. 
Take them out oi the water 
grasp the end of a vine in 
left hand and take a cloth or 
kitchen chore boy in the right hand. 
By drawing the vine through the 
hand, all the bark can be stripped 
at one stroke if the vine has been 
boiled until the skin is entirely soil. 
After the vines arc skinned wash 
them oil lo remove any particles 
of colored bark.

Honeysuckle 
Also Has a 
Cash Value 


Honeysuckle has a cash value 


when the vines are dried and used 
for basket making. Tougher and 
stronger, mature vines gathered in 
the fall and winter are best to use, 
advises Miss Mary Dixon, home 
demonstration agent for Hempslead 
county. Season lor gathering them 
is from September 
to 
March. 


Those that run undisturbed on the 
ground or that hang down over 
litch banks are best. 
The most desirable size for the 


vines is from one-sixteenth to one- 
eighth inch in diameter. Larger 
vines may be used for large strong 
Baskets, trays or for handles. 


Alter gathering the vinos, strip 


the leaves off and wind the run- 
icrs into a bundle. Boiling them 
in water for two or three hours 
softens the bark so it will rub off. 
Take them out oi the water 
grasp the end of a vine in 
left hand and take a cloth or 
kitchen chore boy in the right hand. 
By drawing the vine through the 
hand, all the bark can be stripped 
at one stroke if the vine has been 
boiled until the skin is entirely soil. 
After the vines arc skinned wash 
them oil lo remove any particles 
of colored bark.

Honeysuckle 
Also Has a 
Cash Value 


Honeysuckle has a cash value 


when the vines are dried and used 
for basket making. Tougher and 
stronger, mature vines gathered in 
the fall and winter are best to use, 
advises Miss Mary Dixon, home 
demonstration agent for Hempslead 
county. Season lor gathering them 
is from September 
to 
March. 


Those that run undisturbed on the 
ground or that hang down over 
litch banks are best. 
The most desirable size for the 


vines is from one-sixteenth to one- 
eighth inch in diameter. Larger 
vines may be used for large strong 
Baskets, trays or for handles. 


Alter gathering the vinos, strip 


the leaves off and wind the run- 
icrs into a bundle. Boiling them 
in water for two or three hours 
softens the bark so it will rub off. 
Take them out oi the water 
grasp the end of a vine in 
left hand and take a cloth or 
kitchen chore boy in the right hand. 
By drawing the vine through the 
hand, all the bark can be stripped 
at one stroke if the vine has been 
boiled until the skin is entirely soil. 
After the vines arc skinned wash 
them oil lo remove any particles 
of colored bark.

Wilcox relates 
that there was unrest aiming tho 
enlisted people when an invitation 
was issued for a taffy pull, apple- 
ducking or similar debauch in the 
tradition of Eleanor the Great In 
which Ihe officers were bidden to 
bring their "ladies" and the enlist- 
ed men their "wives."
